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Wa VON TIRPITZ 
RESIGNED HIS POST 


Not Even Diplomatic Excuse of 
Ill Health Given German 
People as Explanation.

many been so Stirred by the retirement 


of a statesman as by the resignation of 
Admiral von Tirpitz, who is featured in 
the entire German press today. 


Only a man who had the courage of 
his convictions and who could dare fly 
in the face of.the people by dropping 
the Iron Chancellor could have let go 
this wonderful arckian figure and 
a man intens ular with the peo- 
ple, in the fac isting sentiment. 

“What will Améfica say if Germany 
surrounds England with submarines and 
sinks every vessel after due notice of 
such intention is given?’ was the ques- 
tion asked of me by Admiral von Tir- 
pitz in his interview in December, 1914, 
which forecast the coming submarine 
retaliatory policy against England. 

Has Answereg Question. 

America has answered that question 
and it would be interesting to tell what 
that answer has to do with the retire- 
ment of Admiral von Tirpitz. 

His resignation was announced by the 
semi-official Wolff Bureau in a laconic 
four-line item. It merely stated that 
Admiral von Tirpitz had resigned. No 
re was given, not even the diplo- 
matic circumlocution of ill-health us- 
ually advanced. 

Admiral Edouard von Capelle, 60 years 
old, who retired in November, 1915, as 
director of administrative department o7 
the Reichsmarineamt (Royal Marine 
Service), is selected as his successor. 
Admiral Capelie for many years has been 
Admiral von Tirpitz’s right-hand man. 

Theodor Wolff, one of the best edito- 
ria: authorities, writes in the Berliner 
Tageblatt today: 

“Speculation over the retirement of 
Admiral von Tirpitz would be useless." 

Everybody is familiar with the cause 
of his retirement, Count Zu Reventlow, 
in the Tageszeitung, intimates. He lauds 
Admiral von Tirpitz as the father and 
organizer of the German navy. 

Thus Herr Wolff says in the Tage- 
blatt: 


~Son 


A Versatile Organizer. 

‘‘Admiral von Tirpitz in the execution 
of nis idea and his plans proved the 
most versatile organizer. He understood 
above all other things the art of inspir- 
ing his officers and crews with enthusi- 
asn and ambition. No one dare doubt 
his genius in this direction, and even 
these who have persistently opposed the 
Tirpitz naval policy are prompt in ac- 
knowledging the exceptional will power 
and rere mental faculties of the man. 

“Such criticism as emanated from 
navy experts and technicians concerned 
itself with the policy of constructing ex- 
pensive battleships of the larger types 
at the expense of the insistent demand 
for submarines. Much of the criticism 
can be traced back to sources which 
originally had discounted the undersea 
boat as a weapon of future warfare. 

The dominating principle along which 
his line of action lay proceeded from 
the central idea that the decisive weap- 
on in warfare of the future must be 
heavy battleships. 

Herr Wolff indicates that the Tirpitz 
policy was against building U-boat. 
when he formulated hf plan for a biz 
fieet of dreadnougchts. ‘He says he re- 
calls the Reichstag debates only be- 
cause the strongest opponents to the 
l’-boat as a naval weapon at the time 
are making the most extreme demands 
for its use now. 

‘Tt does not concern in any way the 
cemands for the execution of the inten. 
sified war on commerce as in the torpe 
doing of armed merchantmen in ac- 
cordance with the Government’s an 
nouncement in a memorandum which 
has the approval of everybody in Ger- 
many,” Herr Wolff continues. 

Wanted Limitless Warfare. 

“Those who have indulged in such 
exceptional agitation and clamor,” he 
ndds, “demanded something entirely dif. 
ferent. They wanted a limitless and 
ruthless prosecution of submarine war- 
fare, which meant the indiscriminate 
torpedoing of boats regardless of their 
character or nationality, and they 
worked for the realization of this pla: 
with every means at their command. 

“With the naval experts and enthus- 
fasts and men of sincere convictions 
there rallied around this program mer 
who desired to conceal their former an- 
attitude toward the subma- 
rines, and also journalists who made 
their studies at the bathing beaches > 
the Baltic.

| SOUL-DAMNING DRUGS IN PRISON. 

From systematic thefts of habit-forming drugs 
at a Detroit pharmaceutical laboratory, a straight 
trail was discovered to lead into the Missouri 
| cnitentiary at Jefferson City. A market for the 
stolen goods was found at that institution, from 
which drugs are strictly excluded by law. 

Warden McClung says that he knew of the clan- 
destine traffic, but had not yet obtained evidence 
enough for arrests. How did he know it? What 
measures did he take to prevent the continuance 
of crimes of which he says he had knowledge? 

Lhe 3ecret introduction into prisons of these 
soul-damning drugs no longer presents. the diffi- 
cult problem it presented in the past. Even un- 
der the old conditions Wardens of vigor and ef- 
ficiency succeeded in bringing the contraband 
trade under control. But nearly a year ago one 
of the most drastic acts on American statute 
books brought the great powers of the Federal 
Government to the aid of those combatting the 
drug evil. 

The authority to search out and pursue traf- 
fickers who supply prisoners does not now end at 
state lines. Federal officers have power to trace 
the supply to its source in distant states, note the 
route of trensportation, bold all concerned in sale 
transactions to accountability, irrespective of the 
states in which they are located. 

What did Warden MéClung do to obtain Federal 
assistance in suppressing the abuses he says he 
knew existed? Every surreptitious sale of a drug 
in a prison is now a Federal offense. Did he notify 
tire United States officers of the offenses of which 
he had cognizance? 

The news that this abominable traffic has been 
coutinuous at the prison is disheartening But 
fcr the accidental discovery of the thefts in a dis- 
tant city, the evil would have been combatted 
w'th only ineffectual measures or no measures at 
ail. The revelation as to the lamentable weakness 
of the prison quarantine against drugs is another 
of the revelations by which the quality of the 
;enitentiary management will be judged by the 
putlic.

PAROLE OF AUTO THIEVES. 
The complaint of the Automobile Club of St. 
Louis that too many automobile thieves have been 


paroled, says: 

“Of the seven offenders who 
(during 1915) five were paroled. 
were convicted, 17,were paroled.” 

Forty-four per cent paroled is exasperating, 
looked at from the point of view of the automo- 
hile owner. And if, as President Britton gays, 
the records of some of the paroled thieves shows 
that paroles were granted to men known to be 
habitual criminals, that is ar. abuse of the parole 
system which tends to encourage crime. The club’s 
report gives the records of 10 auto thieves to 
whom it would seem the granting of paroles was 
an error of judgment, if the Court knew, as it is 
supposed to know, these records. Youths who 
have a police record are not entitled to parole. 

The report calls attention to the fact that the 
auto thief ie a menace to the public, because he is 
apt to drive the stolen machine recklessly. That 
is true. But in the case of first offenders it is no 
reason for refusing a parole, especially while, as 
ig the case, there is almost universal leniency to- 
werds the chronic speeders who are not auto 
thieves. 

Up to Oct. 80, last year, there had been 42 
deaths and 1325 injuries to persons, due to auto- 
wobiles, in St. Louis, most of which were caused 
Ly the carelessness or recklessness of automobile 
owners or drivers Who were not thieves. For the 
fiiet offense for reckless driving, there is a fine 
hut no prison penalty. And for the second of-

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THE RICHEST TREASURE TRAIN. 

MI. Henri Marcel, Freneh. Director-General of 
National Museums, has just reported to the Gov- 
arnment details of the transfer to Toulouse of the 
art treasures of the Paris Louvre. 
The occasion of the report were popular rumors 
that some of the most valuable paintings had 
been scratched or otherwise damaged. 
M. Marcel relates how he had opposed the Gov- 
ernment’s order to remove the treasures at the 
time of Von Kluck’s drive to within 20 miles from 
Paris: and how he finally consented to pack 
them. as well as the famous tapestries of Reims, 
Chantilly and Compiegne. 
Each painting was wrapped in oven-dried wax 
paper, with a layer of cotton over it back and 
front: special boxes were made with copper spi- 
rals holding the frames in position, and protect- 
ing them against sudden shocks. And finally 900 
of the most valuable paintings, with an even num. 
ber of less value, were taken to a special train in 
the Midi station; the cars were padded thickly; 
twd guards were in each car. That train, says 
the report, carried over $200,000,000 worth of treas-

ures. 
Arrived at Toulouse, the most serious opera- 


tion. that of unpacking, was successfully under- 
taken in the presence of the entire Louvre Board; 
and each item was checked in after thorough ex- 
amination. Not one picture suffered on the 
way or in packing and unpacking; and all are 
stored in an “indestructible” building, which has 
been tested as to dryness; in fact, is under con- 
tinual surveillance, so that harm cannot come to 
the pictures or tapestries. 

They are not now on exhibition, but only stored 
for safety. M. Marcel thinks that it would be 
quite safe to take them back to Paris now, “as 
they will never be disturbed there now.’ Gen. 
Galieni, however, the military commander of 
Paris, has refused permission to bring them back 
before the end of the war. 

The works of sculpture and minor pictures have 
not been removed from the Louvre; and, since 
March 1 the gallery is open to the public dafly 
except Sundays and Mondays. 
authorities have insisted on getting ready places 
of safety even for the remaining art stores, which 
can be removed in a few hours should it become

On the basis of these 
figures there are 165 retail drug stores 
for every -vholesale drug house. The 
number of physicians in the United 
States is estimated at 150,000, making 
an average of une drug store for every 
three physicians.

above possibilities. Scores of cham- 
fionships have changed hands by the 
Capekout route, and as long as the 
knockout blow was fairly delivered 
no spectator has ever questioned the 
relation of winner and loser at the 
finish. Often the boxer knocked out 
has held the lead, until the finish 
came; but that hasn’t altered the re- 
sult. 

A boxer who is unable to finish is 
technically “knocked out.” The most 
famous case of this sort within my 
recollection was that of Bob Fitz- 
simmons, world’s light heavyweight 
champion, in the match with Jack 
O’Brien. At the end of the twelfth 
round Fitzsimmons collapsed and 


when the bell rang for the beginning | 


of the thirteenth round was unable 
to continue. As he failed to rise from 
his chair the referee counted 10 sec- 
Yonds, and officially Fitzsimmons was 
“knocked out,” although conscious. 
The title went to O’Brien. 


Fouls That Cost Titles. 


In a bout some months ago between 
Kid Williams, bantamweight cham- 
pion, and Johnny Ertle, the referee 
stopped the go and disqualified Wil- 
liams for fouling. Willie Ritchie won 
the lightweight championship from 
Ad Wolgast on a foul, and the ref- 
eree declared Ritchie winner after 
disqualifying Wolgast. Disqualifica- 
tion for fouling automatically acts as 
a decision. 

The old Marquis of Queensbury 
rules allow a referee no discretion in 
one specific instance. 

Rule 10 reads: “A man on one 
knee is considered down, and if 
atruck is entitled to the stakes.” 
It was this rule that caused Ref- 

ere@ Eugene Corr to declare Georges 
Carpentier winner over Gunboat 
Smith, The Gunner knocked Carpen- 
tier down, and rushing at him in the 
fury of the attack reached him with 
a glancing blow while Carpentier was 
on the floor. The blow did no dam. 
age; but a foul was claimed by Car- 
pentier’s chief second and allowed by 
the referee, who gave his decision in 
accordance with the rules. 

The rules on fouling should alwavs 
be atrictly enforced, and Referee 
Charlie White isn’t afraid to act. He 
stopped the Hogan-Cross bout in the 
first round, four years ago, because 
Hogan violated the “clean-break” 
rule. White was absolutely right on 
that occasion and he showed a rare 
degree of courage in acting strictly 
according to the rujes when the 
crowd wanted to see the bout go on. 
As referee of the Willard-Moran af- 
fair White will no doubt protect 
either or both in the same way.
